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This is an Industrial Dispute referred to this Tribunal by Govern 
ment of Kerala as per Order No. G. O. Rt. 1221/68/HLD dated 30-3-1968 . 
The only issue pressed by the union is the following: - 

Retrenchment of Sri T. T. Peter, Operator . 

There were two other issues but the union does not refer to it at all and 
so there is no industrial dispute about it between the parties . 

2. Both parties adduced oral and documentary evidence. The parties 
Were heird and finally an award was passed on 1-2-1971 ordering payment 
of compensation to the worker in lieu of reinstatement. The management 
was agrieved by this award and they filed O. P. 1957/71 and the same was 
allowed by order dated 21-2-1973. The copy was forwarded to this 
court by Advocate General. Notice was issued to the parties. The parties 
recalled their witnesses already examined and marked some more documents . 
The union s case regarding this issue is the following: - 

3. There was a strike in 1967 in this establishment and the management 
refused even to attend to conciliation conferences called by the District 
Labour Officer .. The concerned worker was an active trade union worker . 
The strike was withdrawn and the management wanted to disrupt the 
union and victimise the trade union workers for having raised the dispute . 
As a result the management issued a notice to the employee offering an 
alternate employment on the ground that they cannot allow this worker to 
continue as an Assistant Operator without a proper licence issued under 
the Kerala Cinema (Regulations) Rules, 1958. He found that he was 
offered the work of a sweeper though they designated it as an attender . 
The worker declined to accept it and thereafter he received a notice on 
13-2-1968 retrenching him from service. The union contends that no 
licence is required to an assistant operator because he is not expected to be 
in charge of the cabin at any time. This so called action is to victimise the 
worker for his trade union activities ; so they say that it is illegal and the 
worker is to be reinstated with back wages. 

4. The management denies all these contentions in the reply statement. 
According to the management there is no industrial dispute existing between 
this management and the workmen and the workers are also not interested in 
any of these issues referred . All the workers under this management 
dissociated with this union by a public notice dated 15-4-1965 . It is 
specifically stated that they have not authorised this union to sponsor any of 
the demands on their behalf. Regarding retrenchment their case is that 
this is not done to victimise the worker . They issued a common circular to 
all their operaters asking them to produce the certificates issued by 
competent authorities. All of them except this worker produced this . 
Since this worker had not passed the examination conducted under the 
Kerala Cinema (Regulations) Rules he was not able to produce it. Since a 
person without a licence cinnot be allowed to remain in the enclosure the 
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management had no alternative but to offer him an alternate employment. 
The appropriate authorities and their Insurance Company advised them 
to do so . For this reason they say that this is a proper and valid order . 
The strike about which there is mention in the statement was peacefully 
withdrawn and all the issues were settled amicably and there is no question 
of the management having any ill will towards any workers. So they say 
that the worker is not entitled to any relief. The union examined two 
witnesses and their documents are Ext. W1 to W7. Two witnesses are 
examined on behalf of the management and their documents 
Exts. MI to M10 . 
15. The concerned worker is WWI. He speaks about the formation of the 
union and the strike. He speaks the case generally as stated in the stite 
ment and the documents are also marked by him . In reply to the direction 
of the management to produce a licence he says that no licence is required 
by an Assistant Operator. In cross- examination he says that he is not 
employed now and he speaks about the details of the strike also. He admits 
that a publication was issued on behalf of the workers employed in these 
theatres. He joined this management in 1952 and from the very beginning 
itself he was employed in the cabin as an Assistant Operator along with 
the Chief Operator. In addition to the Chief Operator there are two Assistant 
Operators. 

As Assistant Operator 

he does not 

operate 
the machine, He has to clean the machines and rewind the projected 
film . He gives the reasons also for not accepting the alternate employment. 

6. After remand this witness was recalled and examined . According to 
him there were three persons in the cabin . The projector is in one room 
and there is another room attached to it. It is used for re -rolling films. Two 
of the operators had licence. Usually he cleans and oils the machine. He 
also re- rolls the projected film . He has also to pack the films. The Chief 
Operator is in charge of the cabin and WWI has no control over it. He is 
mostly engaged in rewinding the film . Now that work is being doneby the 
son of the Chief Operatoc. He has no licence to operate the machine. There are 
other theatres also owned by the same proprietoj and there also threepersons 
are employed in the cabin . He was also cross- examined . He gives the details of 
the show in this theatre, The ChiefOperator and the Assistant Oparator always 
remain in the cabin . He was never in charge of the cabin at any timeduring 
his tenure of service. Hehas signed in the acquittance roll for receiving salary . 
He was shown the acquittance roll and attendence register for the period 
1965-67. He denies the suggestion that he was alone in the cabin during 
some days of this period . That book is marked as Ext. M 10 The other 
workers in this establishment have told him that Sri. Varghese is an employee 
of this theatre now . 

He has no licence even non . 
7. WW2 is the general secretary of the union . He states the case of the 
union generally . According to him a licence is required only by the chief 
operator, An assistant operator is not expected to hold a licence. In this conne 
ction he sought some clarification tom the concerned authorities and that 
letter is Ext. W4. The reply is Ext. W5. He informed the management by W6 


about this reply . According to him the management retrenched WW1 only 
because of his trade union work . The management did not participate in 
the conciliation conferences and the District Labour Officer issued a notice 
under Sec . 9( a ) and the copy is Ext. W7. 

8. In cross-examination he says that the union was organised in 1967 and 
at that time the management had three theatres and the workers were 
members of the union . At present majority of them are notmembers . A 
number of them lost membership , after this dispute , was raised . He denies 
the contention in Ext MI. He stated that he must peruse registers to give 
the date on which the workers. lost their member:hip : He denies the 
suggestion that a number of workers employed in the concern are not i ter 
ested in the dispute now raised and he affirms that the union is interested 
in this. He admits that the worker is an assistant operator. This worker 
will have to operate the machine during some time. According to him the 
attitude of the management towards the worker indicates that they are not 
in good terms with the union . He does not know the type of alternate 
employment offered by the management to the worker. After recording 
evidence ofthis witness the management made an attempt to cause produc 
tion of the membership register through him and summons was issued and 
he accepted it ; but has not produced this document. 
9. During the 

year 1966 , 67 the chief operator of the concern wasMWI. 
He had two assistants and the concerned worker is one among them . He 
holds a licence. The proprietor issued a circular to all the operators asking 
them to produce necessary licences and he produced it and his a: sistant also 
produced it. Since this worker had no licence he did not produced it . 
This worker was taught to operate the machine by him . He used to be in 
charge of the machine in his absence. 

10. In cross-examination he says that the worker is permitted to operate 
the machine only when he is present or,when the operator is present. He 
was asked some questions in re -examination and he says that he was asked to 
operate the machine in the absence of other two workers. This witness was 
also recalled and then he says that his son is now working in the theatre as an 
apprentice. He is not receiving any salary and his name will notbe found in the 
acquittance or attenndace roll. No stipend is paid . When the witness was the 
chicfoperator. WWIwas an operator . I here was another operator also and he 
had licence.Hedescribes the working of the machine.When heleaves the cabin 
room he used to entrust the charge occasionaly to the concerned worker . He 
says that three persons are required to operate the machines since they are 
having double machines for projection . In coss-examination he says 
that at present there is operator with the licence and his 

son is 
an apprentice in Lekshman Theatres. 

His 

is studying 
there 

for the last 2 years. After WWI left they did not appoint 
any body till his son came there as an apprentice , and there are only two 
persons to operate themachines. He says that three persons are required to 
opciate the projector since they are having double machines. His son has 


an 


son 
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no licence and as such he is not operating the machine. He also aduls that 
the work done by WWI is not being done by his son . Prior to his coming to 
this theatre as an apprentice his son had worked as an apprentice in 
Sreedhar Theatres also owned by the same proprietor. He also says that 
when he is on off duty operators from other theatres are not called to work 
in this theatre. 

11. MW2 is the generalmanager of Leksmin Theatres. They have 
got three theatres under this mariagement 

WWI worked for over 10 years 
as an assistant operator. As assistant operator he has to operate the 
projector also . In Lekshman talkies they have got two assistant operators 
and a chief operator . The other two operators had cinema operators 
licence. All the operators in the other theatres are having the operators licence . 
A circular was issued asking all the operators to produce their licence . All 
except WW1 produced it. Certain letters with regard to this aspect are 
marked by him . WW1 was offered an alternate employment. There was 
no change in his emoluments or service conditions. The worker informed 
that he is not accepting it . So they retrenched him . There is no victimi 
sation in the retrenchment. It is not correct to say that he was retrenched 
because of his trade union activities. " There is no industrial dispute between 
the workers and the management at present. Certain workers left the union 
of their own accord since they were dissatisfied with the working of the 
union . In cross-examination he says that alternate employment was 
offered since he was not having an operator s licence. He was asked whether 
the management is prepared to take him back if it comes out that no 
licence is required for the worker to hold the post he was holding previously. 
The witness answered that he cannot give an 

immediately . 

А 
Sew questions were put to him in re-examinatio: also . 
12 . 

After remand he was recalled and somemore evidence was adduced . 
The attendance register -cum -acquittance roll for the period from 1965 to 
1967 is marked as Ext. Mio. According to him Sri Varghese is an 
apprentice there. He is not employed there. His name is not found in 
the current attendance -cum -acquittance roll. In cross-examination he says 
that the two operators and the apprentice are doing the work in the 
projection room . The apprentice is not paid any benefits. He came to 
study the work . They have appointed an apprentice in the other theatre 
also . This is the evidence available in this case . 
In the remand order it is stated that this is being 

to this 
Tribunal to see whether the duties of the assistant operator was such as 
would attract the operation of Rule 39 of Kerala Cinema Regulation Act. 
The relevant portion of the remand order is reproduced below : 

“ It was the duty of the Tribunal to investigate this question of 
fact and come to a conclusion of its own as to what was the precise 
rature of the duties attaching to the post of Assistant Operator 
and whether they were such as would attract the operation of 
Rule 39 referred to above . It is o ly in the event of the 
Tribunal being satisfied after such investigation that the provisions 


answer 
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of the rule are not attracted in the case of an Assistant Operator 
that it would be justified in holding that the termination of service 
of the employee in question was not proper or legal. If on the 
other hand , the conclusion of the Tribunal be that the duties of 
the Assistant operator also were such as would attract the operation 
of Rule 39, then no interference can be had by the Tribunal with 
an order passed by the management terminating the service of such 
an employee on the ground that it was not open to it in law to 
retain the person in the post of an Assistant operator when he did 
not possess the licence required under Rule 39 of the Rules. In 
asmuch as the Tribunal has not considered this vital aspect and 
entered any finding thereon it has unfortunately become necessary 
for this court to remit the matter back to the Tribunal for a proper : 

consideration of the aforesaid question ." 
So it becomes necessary to see what type of job was being done by the 
worker and to see whether for doing that job he requires a licence. The 
management produced attendance register-cum -acquittance roll . This is 
marked as Ext. M10 . It is the case of the management that it will show 
that during some days this worker alone was responsible to operate machines 
and so the nature of his job was such that he was in charge of the cabin and 
so he had to be in possession of a licence under the Act to continue as an 
operator. They refer to Ext. M10 and certain days are pointed out on 
which according to the management WW1 alone was present. The evidence 
of MW1, the chief operator is relevant in this context. 
" 1968 om 08 Peter Endowmlm JGV00110 , OMOGO3 

രണ്ടുപേരാണ്

This is what he says in cross-examination . In chief examination also 
he says that at least two persons should be present in the cabin . So the 
contention of the management that WW1 alone was present during some days 
in 1965-66 cannot be accepted as correct. This witness MW1 emphatically 
says that three persons are required for the work in the cabin . Rule 39 of 
the Kerala Cinema Regulation Rules reads as follows: 

" Rule 39 (i): The enclosure shall be in charge of an operator 

holding a licence granted by the Electrical Inspector to Govern 
ment on the strength of a competency certificate issued by the 
Board of examiners constituted by the Government. 

The 
operato. shall be not less than 18 years of age and shall be 
present in the enclosure during the whole time the machine is 

operated ." 
I do not find anything in this provision which says that every person who 
enters the cabin room shall have a licence under this rule . It actually 
stipulates that an operator in charge of the cabin shall hold a licence. 

In 
this connection the Governa.ent was pleased to give exemption till the 
Board of Examiners to be constituted held two examinations for the issue of 
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operators licence : A communication from the Board of examiners.is marked 
in this case as Ext. W5. This is from the Board of Examiners for Cinema 
Operators. This letter is dated 13-2-1968. What they say about this 
aspect is relevant in this matter. So that portion is reproduced below : 

" licence or competency certificate will be insisted for Chief Opera 

tors of Theatres only and that too after 1-5-1968. It is not 
known to this office whether the Assistant Engineer, Electrical 
Wing , P. W. D., Alwaye has issued instructions as stated by 
you to the management of M /s. Lakshman Theatres, Erna 

kulam ." 
The Board of Examiners after examining the question concluded that no 
licence is required by an Assistant Operator. Before proceeding further the 
nature of duties performed by this worker also will have to be examined . He 
says that he is rewinding the projected film from a room a joining the room 
in which the projector is fixed . His main work is cleaning of machines, 
opening of the film box , rewinding the projected film and the packing of the 
film after the show . During the period of his working as an assistant operator 
there were other two persons who had licence. Even after his retrench 
ment there are only two persons hold.ng the licence. The third person is 
the son of the chief operator who is alleged to be an apprentice . The chief 
operator when he tendered evidence in this court clearly says that three per 
sons are required to operate the projector. So the present position is that 
the two persons who are having a licence and the third person who works as 
an apprentice are doing the job and the third person holds no licence. The 
management has permitted a person who is not having a certificate to work 
in the cabin through as an apprentice . The work of this person is also 
required for the running of the show . In view of this it follows that the 
management has allowed a person who is not having a licence to work in 
the cabin after this worker left. The technical plea that every person work 
ing in the cabin should necessarily have a licence was not strictly adhered 
to when they allowed this person , though as an apprentice to work there . 
The fact that three persons are required to operate the machine show that 
the third person is not a mere on looker who tries to study the trade from his 
father but an active participant. His active participation is necessary for the 
proper projection of the film . This would clearly show that the person who 
is not having a licence also can work in the cabin to do miscellaneous work 
aninon - possession of the licence need not stand in the way. The workman 
as defined in the Industrial Disputes Act includes an apprentice also . So it is 
clear that Sec . 39, ti e letter from the Board of Examine. s and the practice 
adopted by the management clearly show that a person who is not having a 
licence can also work in the cabin . And the nature of the duties performed 
by the workers was such thatno licence was required to perform it. 

14 ... The next question is whether this action of retrenchment is bonafide. 
The letter from the Board of Examiners is referred to and that letter shows 
that the Board insisted on a competency certificate from chief operators only 
a fter 1-5-1968. , The management thought it fit to issue a memo offering an 
alternate employment by letter dated 31-1-1968. The worker declined this 
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and he was retrenched by letter dated 8-2-1968. If they were acting strictly 
in accordance with the rules they could have waited till the deadline fixed 
by the Government for retrenching him . Even before this they sought some 
clarification from certain authorities. They wrote to the Assistant Engineer , 
Electrical Sub -division and the relevent portion of his reply is reproduced 
below : 
" The result of the 2nd examination has been published on 4-1-1968 . 

Please verify whether Sri V. P. V. Kammath has been passed 
in the Examination . If he has not passed the test he may be 
relieved of his duties immediately ." # Sri T. T. Peter need not 
be allowed to operate the machine and hence he may be relie 

ved ofhis duties as operator forthwith .” 
There is reference to this letter in Ext. W5 and he says that it is not known 
to this office whether the Assistant Engineer, Electrical wing , P. W. D., 
Alwaye had issued instructions as stated by you to the management of M /s. 
Lakshman Theatres, Ernakulam . The Assistant Engineer * has gone to the 
extent of a ivising the management to relieve this worker of his duties imme 
diately though the Government order prescribed that licence is to be insisted 
only with effect from 1-5-1968 . This will show that the management did 
not act bonafide when they retrenched this worker . 

15. This retrenchment has to be viewed in the background of the 
contention of the worker that the management has taken this action only to 
victimise him for his trade union activities. MW2 says that they have taken 
this action only because of the compulsion under law not to employ persons 
who are not having proper licence . MW1 does not know that this worker 
was an active trade union worker. It is also stated by him that themanage 
menc had undertaken to re-employ him if he obtained a valid licence within 
the period of one year. This offer is contained in Exhibit M8. MW2 was 
asked whether they are prepared to reinstate him if it turns out that no 
licence is required and he said that he cannot give an immediate answer 
without consulting the proprietor. Exhibit Mi is a publication issued by 
some of the workers in those three theatres. By this publication they 
intimated the union officials and those connected with it that they have 
severed all comectionswith the union because they find it difficult to 
associate with the union activities. The concerned worker does not subscribe 
to this. He is not a party to this publication . The management does not 
deny the fact th.t the worker was an active trade union worker. What 
proinpted those individualworkers and what reasons led them to believe 
ihat the union activities were not correct is not clear . This publication 
would indicate that themanagement was not very happy about the union 
activities and that is the probable reason why they have accepted it and 
marked it on their side. This publication further shows that the manage 
ment along with those who issued the publication did not like the activities 
of the union and naturally in these circumstances an active trade union 
worker cannot expect very cordial relationship with the management. 

In 
these circumstances I find that the managernent was motivated to some 
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extent by the trade union activities of the worker in retrenching him . In 
view of the above findings the worker is entitled to be reinstated with back 
wages since the termination is found illegal. 

. 16. In the previous award he was awarded back wages a d also compen 
sation in lieu of reinstatement. This aspect is also discussed in the judgment 
of the high court. The relevant portion is the following : 

" In as much as I am remitting the matter back to the Tribunal 

for the purpose of considering afresh the main question as to 
whether or not the termination of the service of Sri Peter was 
valid and justified , it is not appropriate that this court should 
go into the question of quantum in this judgment. It has, 
however, to be pointed out that the legal aspects put forward 
by both parties require to be carefully considered and that it is 
necessary that the Tribunal should address itself a new to the 
question of nature and quantum of relief to be allowed to the 
workman in the event of its coming to the conclusion on the 
main question that the termination of the service of the 
employee was wrong and such decision should be taken by the 
Tribunal untrammelled by any of the observations made by it 

in the award that is now being set aside." 
17. What is the quantum of compensation to be awarded in lieu of 
rein - tatement. Before this is being considered the status of the worker from 
the date of termination till the date of the award is also to be considered . 
The finding is that the retrenchment is illegal and if it is illegal it naturally 
follows that the denial of employment is also illegal and the worker will be 
entitled to full wages from the date of termination till the date of the 
previous award . No specific reasons are put forth by the management to 
deny these benefits to this worker. Hence I find that the worker is entitled 
to back wages from the date of termination till the date of the previous 
award , i.e. 1-2-1971. 

18. . Then there is a decision which is referred to in the previous award 
and that is reported at 1961 (IT) LLJ 625. The learned counsel for the 
management does not refer to any other decision on this aspect and no 
reasons are stated to deviate from the principles laid down therein . The 
relevant portion of the decision reads as follows: 

......no question of award of retrenchment compensation could 

arise when the Industrial Tribunal decides not to pass an order 
of reinstatement but to give compensation instead . Strictly 
speaking, therefore , the award of retrenchment compensation 
for unjustified and premature termination of employment must 
be held incorrect. Compensation for unjustified and premature 
* termination of employment ought to have been given . In the 
circumstances of the instant case , the award of one month s 
wages as compensation in lieu of reinstatement must be held 

reasonable and just. In the case of a proper retrenchment, 
GA . 242 /B 
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law allows compensation at the rate of 15 days average pay 
for each completed year of service It stands to reason that 
where a workman loses his job on account of unjustified and 
premature termination of employment he should get some 
thing more than what he would have got as compensation if it 

was a proper case of retrenchment. " 
19. In this case also the retrenchment is illegal and premature. He 
could have continued there but for the illegal termination . Hence I find 
that the worker is entitled to get one month s wages for every completed 
year of service. The period of service is to be taken from the date of joining 
of the establishment till the date of the previou : aw trd . If any amount has 
been already paid by the management towards retrenchment compensation , 
the inanagement is entitled to deduct that amount at the time of payment 
of the benefits derived by this award . He is also entitled to gratuity as per 
the Kerala Industrial Employees Payment of Gratuity Act, 1970 and Rules. 
I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force on the 
expiry of thirty days after its publication in the Government Gazette .

The award of the Industrial Tribunal, Calicut in respect of the dispute 
between Shri K. A. Padmanabhan , Proprietor, General Tyre Works , 
Veliyannur, Trichurl and their workmen Sri P. V. Subramoniyam , 
Slo . Padaihu Velayudhan , Nuravanthuruthu , Moothakunnam P. ., 
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AWARD 
This is an industrial dispute referred to this Tribunal by Government 
of Kerala for adjudication as per Order No. G. O. Rt. No. 631 /71/LSWD 
dated 31-3-1971. The only issue referred is the following : 

Denial of employment to Subramoniyam . 
2. The management runs a tyre retreading factory Trichur. The 
employee says that he was employed as a general superviser from 1966 
September and continued there till 25th May, 1970. Initially his pay was 
Rs. 100. Later on it was increased to Rs. 150. On 25th May, 1970 he 
entered on leave for two months in connection with his marriage . When he 
reported for work after leave employment was denied to him and he found a 
near relative of the proprietor working in his place. No explanation was 
called for from him and no charge -she t was issued to him . No enquiry was 
also conducted . This denial is arbitrary ; hence he is entitled to be 
reinstated . He also claims that the proprietor has to pay him a large 
amount by way of arrears of salary . 

3. The proprietor refutes these contentions in his ieply statement. He 
runs a very small concern employing three or four persons. The employee 
was not actually on leave for two months continuou ly from May, 1970 . 
During this period, he was present on some days and the muster roll will 
show this. The employee left the firm of his own accord to run a rival 
factory under the name Super Tyre Soles in another portion of the same 
building. When he know this he issued a notification in the local news 
paper saying that the worker has deserted him . The worker had also 
misappropriated some amount and a lawyer noticę was sent about this to the 
worker. This move to get himself reinstated and other proceedings were 
initiated by him only when he received this notice asking him to refund the 
amount misappropriated by him . The building for housing the factory was 
taken in his name along with his wife and after some time the namewas 
changed . These facts would show that he abandoned his job only to run a 
rival firm . No amount is due from the proprietor to him by way of wages. 

The details are furni"hed by him . The accounts written by this employee 
and kept in the firm would show this. According to the proprietor he mis 
appropriated a sum of Rs. 2350. In view of the misappropriation the 
worker is not entitled to be reinstated . The worker of his own accord left 
this job with the intention of starting another factory and for this purpose he 
has taken a building and actually he conducted the business. Hence he is 
not entitled to any relief. 

4. The worker filed a rejoinder. There he denies the contentions raised 
by the employer. He sa ; s that he was on leave continuously for two months 
and he does not know how the proprietor has manipulated entries in the 
Mustor roll He did not start any firm . His father- in -law started one and 
he denies the allegation that he has misappropriated some amount. The 
denial of employment to this worker is only to provide employment to a 
near relative of the proprietor. No criminal case is pending against him for 
the alleged misappropriation and he adds that he has only very little 
education and he does not know how to write accounts. 
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5. The employee tendered evidence on his behalf and he speaks the 
details of his case as narrated by him in his statement. He was not given 
any appointment order. He is not guilty of any miscr nduct to render him 
self unfit to continue in employment. He has not collected any amount from 
any of the clients. He was employed as the factory supervisor. His 
complaint to Labour Officer is Ext. WI. Ext. W2 is the lawyer notice sent 
by his employer. His reply is Ext. W3 Copy of another notice is Ext. W4. 
He is entitled to be reinstated with back wages. In cross-cxamination he 
says that no written leave application was submitted by him . An oral 
request was made for two months leave and the same was granted . During 
this period of leave he has not gone to the factory even on a single dayt 
He has never written anything in his own hand writing in the account 
books. Hehas not seen any notification in any news paper. He does not 
know English. Somebody told him about the statement in the " Express " 
paper. Nothing was written about this to the proprietor when he came to 
know of this. He knows that a firm named " Super Tyre Soles " was 
functioning in another portion of the same building. Now it is not 
functioning . His-father- in - law owned it. He was also a party to the deed 
executed to get the building on rent. Hewent with his father- in -law to pay 
advance towards rent. He does not kaow whether the building was taken in 
his name, along with that of his wife. He was in charge of the machinery 
of the factory run by " General Tyre Traciers" . No amount was collected 
by him for and on behalf of the proprietor. He has not written anythmg in 
Ext. MI series. If cash is brought in the absence of the proprietor he used 
to accept this and no receipts are given . Receipts are not cbtained for 
payment of wages . He does not know how much amount he has received as 
wages. Details are noted but that is not brought to this court. These were 
noted by his wife who is literate. He does not know from which date his 
salary was increased from 107 to 150. 

6. MWI is the proprietor. According to him this employee used to 
canvass orders and collect bills. When he is in the factory premises he used 
to supervise the work there. He was on leave for some days for his marriage 
but he did not take . leave for twomonths continuously . Ext. M5 is the 
Muster Roll. He spcakes about the relevant entries. Ext. M6 contains the 
statezaent issued by him regarding the abandonment of the job by this 
employee. This was issued to inform his elients about the misappropriation 
and also to inform about his abandoning to job . The employer has not 
approached for employment after this publication . He started a factory of 
the same type in another portion of the same building. The building was 
taken oa rent from Valiyannur Rice Mill and started a firm called " Super 
Tyre Soles" . Employment , was not denied . The employee voluntarily 
abandoned the job . Then he speaks about the wages paid to him . He also 
says that no receipts were obtained for payment of wages. The relevant 
accounts are proved by hiin . According to him he has paid more than what 
is due to the employee as wages for the period of his employment. These 
accounts are written by this employee in his own hand writing. Then he 


speaks about the misappropriation of the account. Correspondence conne: 
cted with this is marked as Ext. M9 scries. He filel a criminal case against 
the worker. That has been sent for investigation . 

7. In cross- examination he says that there are documents to show that , 
he was entru ted with the canvassing work . Hemaintains the muster roll, 
and he makes entries in the Muster 10ll . It is also endorsed that the emplo 
yee left the company with effect from 10-7-1970. He visits the factory almost 
daily . Even before the employee paid advance for the building he knew 
that the employee had intention to start a business . The mill owners told 
that the employee bad approched him for leasing out the building. He 
came to know of the misappropriation afterwards The order book in which 
the employee canvassed orders is.Ex .M10 series. This include orders can 
vassed from outside the factory . He filed a complaint before the Magistrate 
and that has been sent to the police for investigation . He does not know the 
number. He started maintaining the muster roll from October , 1968. He 
filed a complaint against the employee months after he can know about 
the misappropriation . 

8. MVV2 is the accountant in Valiyannur Rice Mills. He says that 
this employee took a portion of the building owned by the Rice Mill for rent 
on 20-7-1970 . At first it was taken in the name of his wife and himself. 
Receipt was given for this. That can be produced if necessary . It was 
taken for starting tyre business. Actually he started it under the name 
" Super Tyre Soles" . Now it is not functioning. They vacated the building 
on 1-7-1971. Rent was paid and they issued receipts also . They have 
returned the lease deed . He denies the suggestion that this employee signed 
as a witness and he ads that this lease deed was in favour of these two 
persons together. 

9. MW3 is an employee working in a tyre retreading factory at Ollur . 
He speaks that this employee used to canvass orders for tyre retreading . He 
has seen this enployee accepting money from custoiners . It is also added 
that this employee uscd to write accounts. This wiiness was employed in the 
General Tyre Company from 1969 May to 1972 July. In cross-examination 
he says that the management used to maintain a Muster Roll . He says that 
his signature is not found in Ext. M3. He left the firm of his own accord , 
There was an agitatio i and he did no take part in these things. 

10. MW4 is another employee in this firm . He says that Sri Subra 
moniam used to canyss orders and supervise work in the factory . He left 
the firm in July , 1970 and started tyre business in another portion of the same 
building. In ross- examination hesays that he does not know whether the 

company aintains the Suster Roll: This is the oral and documentary 
1 evilence adduced in this case.. 

II. The worker is admitted to be an employee of the factory and he 
continued to luc cnployed there till 20-5-1970 . This much is undisputed . 
The wurker says that he entered on leave for twomonths and the proprietor 
would say that he was on leave inte ;mittently and on so :ne days he was 
present for work. It is not a question where the management dispensed with 
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the service of the employee on the ground of misconduct. No allegation of 
misconduct was raised against the worker and no show cause no ice or charge 
sheet was issued and no enquiry was conducted . According to the manage 
men it is no: a case where he was denied employment. The case of the 
management here is that the worker abandoned bis job in order 
to start and run a business of the same type m . nearby building . 
Since he abandoned the job there is no question of denial of employment. 
In addition to this he also says that the cmployee while working acted also 
as a canvassing agent and in that capacity collected some amount belonging 
to the proprietor and did not pay this amount to the proprietor. So there 
are two aspects to be considered in this case. One is the case of abandonment 
and if he has abandoned , the worker is not entitled to any relief. The second 
aspect is that he misappropriated a huge amount and if this is proved then 
also the worker will not be entitled to any relief. 

12. It is a small firm employing three or four persons and they have no 
Standing Orders. The abandonment has to be gathered from the surroun 
ding circumstances. The decision reported at 1963 (II) LLJ 638 lays down 
certain principles which should be bornein mind while considering the 
question of abandonment.. 
“ It is true that under common law an inference that an employee has 

abandoned or relinquished service is not easily drawn unless from 
the length of absence and from other surrounding circumstances an 
inference to that effect can be legitimately drawn and it can be 
assumed that the employec intended to ab indon service . Abandon 
ment or relinquishment of service is always a question f intention , 
and, normally such an intention cannot be attributed to an employee 

without adequate evidence in that behalf : " 
Here the cvidence tendered by the management witnessesand their 
documents has to be analysed . MW2 is the Accountant of Vclivanur Rice 
Mills . The factory of this proprietor is located in one of the rooms of this 
building. It is the case of the management that the employce took another 
room in the same building from the owners. MW2 speaks about this. He 
says that it was taken on leave on 20-7-1970 . It was taken in the name of 
the employee and his wife. Advance was paid and receipt was issued . 
Monthly rent was fixed at Rs. 75.50 . After some time this was changed and 
instead of his wife s name they inserted the name of his father-in - law . The 
only suggestion in cross -examination is that this worker is only a witness to 
this transaction . MW2 also says that they have " returned this lease deed 
since the room was vacated after some time. Naturally this must be in the 
possession of the employee or his father -in -law . If it is in his po session he 
could have produced to show that he was acted only as a witness. There is 
no difficulty to cause production of the same document. if it is in the possession 
or custody of his father-in -law . So the evidence ofMW2 establishes that he 
had taken out a building for running a similiar business in a portion of the 
same building which housed the employer s factory . The question is what 
type of business was conducted in the shop . MWI says that he started a 
business of retreading tyres. Thatwas the samebusiness run by the employer. 
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MW4 another worker who was in the employers employment along with this 
employee says that after the employee left this factory he was doing business 
in tyres, in the same building . This is not challenged in cross -examination . 
So the evidence tendered by the management prove beyond any doubt that 
the worker in the month of July 1970 took a building on lease and started the 
very same business which he was doing while he was serving the employer . 
This is to be viewed in the back - ground of the stand taken by him at the 
initial stages of the disput . There is the publication by the proprietor 
to the effect that the worker has abandoned the job . It is a general notice 
intended for h s customers. This is given in a Malayalam Daily which has 
got wide circulation in Trichur District. This ismarked as Ext. M5. This is 
dated 15-7-1970. The worker says that he did not read it,but he 
new about this publication on from a person called Rainan . Ifwhat is stated 
in this is not correct there was a duty cast upon hiin to inform the employer 
that what is stated there in is not correct . He should have reacted immedia 
tely if facts stated therein are not correct. His first action should be to deny 
the contents . But he has not even cared to sent a communication to the 
management to show that the facts stated therein are not correct. Afterwards 
MWI caused a registered notice to be sent to the worker . This is marked as 
Ext. 14. In this he says that the worker has not given some amounts collec 
ted by him from his clients, The details are also given . This is dated 15th 
September , 1970. In reply to this the worker sends a notice through advo 
cale denying these contentions. This is Ext. W3. After this registered 
notice the worker on 13th October , 1970 sends a letter to the District Labour. 
Oficer , Trichur requesting him to intervene in the Industrial Dispute bet 
ween him and the proprietor. So for the first time he comes out with this 
industrial lispute before the proper authorities only on 13th October , 1970 . 
The denial of employment according to him is on 20-7-1970 and the publica 
tion is on 15-7-1970 . In spite of these things it did not strike him that he 
should get the intervention of the authorities till October , 1970 by which 
time the cmployer lad taken steps to realise some amount which according to 
him was misappropriated by the employee. These facts would show that the 
action of the employee in setting up a case of denial of employment, at a 
future date is an after thought brought about only for the purpose of counter 
blasting the case of misappropriation and abandonment of job brought 
against him by the employer. These circumstances would clearly show that 
he had abandoned his job . Af:er this he started an industry with his wife 
first and then with his father-inl-aw . These circumstances do not justify an 
order of reir.statement. The question whether the charges of misappropria 
tion are true or not is not atteinpted here . The worker is not entitled to any 
relief. 
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pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force on 
the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette .

The S. S. L. C. Examination , April 1974 will commence on Wednesday , 
3rd April 1974 in accordance with the time table given as per this 
notification . 

2. The examination will be conducted under the Revised Scheme 
only (Academic and Diversified Courses). 

3. The examination is intended for the following categories of 
candidates : 

(a ) School candidates presented by Heads of High Schools . 

(b ) Private candidates who have already completed the course and 
are appearing for the examination for the first time. 

(c) Private overaged candidates who have completed 20 years of 
age on first of April 1974 (G. 0. (Ms) 105 /71/S . Edn . dated 4th 
August 1971) . 

(d ) Other private candidates who are appearing for the examination 
for the first time. 

(e) Such of the candidates who have failed under any defunct. 
scheme either as full course or as compartmental. They can appear only 
as full course candidates. 

(f) Failed candidates under the existing scheme. 

4. Candidates under the following categories may appear as private 
candidates for the Examination April 1974 [vide item ( d ) above] : 

( a) War service personnel who have studied up to Standard X or 
old Form VI of a recognised High School in the State. Persons employed 
in Military Service as distinct from War Service , are not eligible under this 
rule. Candidates coming under this category should produce a certificate 
from the head of the schools in which they had studied to the effect that 
they had studied up to old Form VI or Standard X before they joined War 
Service. Their discharge certificate in original should also be enclosed with 
their applications. They will be allowed to appear only if the discharge 
was not due to moral turpitude on their part. 

(b) Candidates who have passed the Upadhyaya or Mahopadhyaya 
examinations. Applications from these candidates should be countersigned 
by the Principal of the Sanskrit College, Trivandrum . Their qualification 
certificates in originalshould be attached with the applications. 

(c ) Holders of Malayalam or Tamil High School Examinations

the head of the school where the candidates studied last. In other cases the 
application should be countersigned by a Gazetted Officer of the Education 
Department of the State. 

(b ) In the case of candidates who have already completed the 
course, but were not presented for the Public Examination so far and are 
now appearing for the first time, the Headmaster of the school in which the 
candidate studied last should collect the applications. If that High School is

(c) Those candidates who completed the course and presented for 
the examination but withdrawn their candidature with the permission of the 
Department before the commencement of the S. S. L. C. Examination , 
should produce necessary evidence along with the application to prove that 
their candidature was cancelled . In such cases, if the necessary entries are 
not made to that effect in the rele ant page of the S. S. L. C. Book , the fact 
should be reported by the Headmaster concerned along with the applica 
tion . 

(d ) The candidates who have undergone the prescribed course in 
full in any of the recognised schools in the State and who acquired a 
minimum of 85 per cent of attendance by the end of February are alone 
eligible to appear for the examination . However necessary condonation for 
the shortage of the attendance upto the prescribed minimum can be obtained 
for valid reasons from competent authority. While presenting candidates for 
the examination the Headmasters should be careful to verify whether the 
above conditions are fully satisfied . Even when they countersign the applica 
tion of a private candidate this aspect has to be examined , in case his appear 
ance for the examination is for the first, time. Headmasters should note that 
the S. S. L. C. Books of the candidates, who have not completed their course. 
and did not appear for the examination before should not be handed over to 
the candidates. 

Such of the candidates who are short in attendance and who are 
readmitted in schools in Standard X to make up the deficiency in attendance 
required for admission to the Public Examination are also elig ble to appear 
for the April 1974 Examination , provided they secure the required 
attendance on or before the last date prescribed for the acceptance of the 
applications etc. in this office. Applications of such candidates should be 
countersigned by the head of the schoolwhere the candidates were readmit 
ted to make up the deficiency. 
Note :-Transfer certificate and conduct certificate should not be attached to

(e ) Each private candidate appearing for the examination should 
hand over his/her application form duly filled in along with the S. S. L. C.

No exemption 
of any kind will be allowed to any candidate from the payment of exa 
mination fee . 

(5 ) A certificate from the head of the school/centre from where the 
applicant is appearing for the examination to the effect that he /she has tested 
the attainment of the pupil and that he/she is fit to appear for the S.S.L.C. 
Examination as a private candidate should be produced with the application . 

(6 ) A passport size photo [ 2 copies (bust alone)] taken within six 
months should also be submitted along with the application and should be 
attested by a gazetted officer of the State, M.P., M. L. A., or heads of 
High or Training Schools. 

(7 ) A certificate to the effect that he/she is a native of Kerala or 
that he/she has been a resident in Kerala for the last three years duly signed 
by the Tahsildar may be produced along with the application :

7. Full course and compartmental course appearance: 

(i) The first appearance of the candidate for the examination should 
be as a full course candidate, ie., for all subjects . Candidates who have once 
appeared as full course candidates for the examination under the existing 
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scheme, but failed , may appear again either for the full course or for the 
compartmentalsystem . Candidates who have once appeared under the 
compartmental system will not be allowed to appear as Full Course candi 
dates so long as the existing scheme continues. 

(ii) Failed candidates under the Diversified Course under the existing 
scheme can appear, only under the same course . This will apply in the case 
of Academic Course as well. In the case of candidates who were allowed to 
change the course of studies, they should invariably furnish along with their 
application, a copy of the order of the Commissioner for Government 
Examinations sanctioning the change of course in their favour. 

( iii) Failed S. S. L. C. candidates under any defunct scheme can 
appear as full course candidates under the existing scheme.

Copying from another 
candidate or giving convenience to another candidate for copying or speaking 
to another candidate, or possessing any written or printed matter in the 
Examination hall, will be treated as malpractice. If any candidate behaves
